recent year? vo that several 
hun­ 
dred carloads pf tin cans, as well as 
large quantities of scrap iron, are 
now shipped to Arizona m ining cen­ 
ters each year. 
At most of the m ining centi rs in 
the state 
the 
process 
is 
subordi­ 
nate to main m ining operations, be­ 
ing used m erely to extract the cop­ 
per 
from 
water 
seepage 
pumped 
from 
the mines. This water con­ 
tains a small quantity or copper, 
less than tw o-tenths of one pf recut, 
in solution.

and under a recent decision of the state supreme court a good win be required to unit for an in 
many found themselves in a very embarrassing position. 
The statute in force for some years past prohibits a 
divorced person from marrying again for six months after the 
decree has been granted. However, some sought to evade 
that provision by going to states where no such condition was 
imposed, marrying and returning to Oklahoma. The latest 
decision declares such marriages void, hence such persons 
will have to go through another ceremony if their marriages 
are to be recognized by law. 
The case in question was a suit over a Woodman policy 
which was made in favor of a wife. The couple were divorced 
and the husband shortly afterwards was married in Texas and 
returned to Oklahoma. He attempted to transfer the policy to 
the second wife but on his death the first wife entered a 
claim for it. The court decided that since the second marriage 
had taken place in less than six months it was void, so far as 
Oklahoma was concerned, hence the second wife had no 
claim. The divorce being in full force in every respect except 
for the one condition of forbidding another marriage within 
six months, the first wife likewise had no claim and the 
children of the first marriage were declared the beneficiaries. 
It is said that this decision will affect property rights in 
the state amounting to several millions of dollars. However, it 
settles the question of the legality of such marriages and 
couples in the future will know just where they stand.

“Tho reduction shown is 50 per­ 
cent and is attributed to the cam­ 
paign now on for the better hand­ 
ling of cattle in transit and

yards,” says the report. 
“As to losses In transit,” the re­

show there was a slight decrease in

“In the bruised meat campaign 
the figures as to hogs for 1922 do 
not show up as well.
